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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that Coile does not disclose a timed wait TCB. In response, Coile 
teaches a method and system where the proxy participating application stops sending or acknowledging new data but continues to 
acknowledge old data. In a step 604, the proxy participating application sends a acknowledgment acknowledging the last bit of data 
received before the application determined to unproxy. The proxy then waits until all data that it has sent to the client and the server has 
been acknowledged by the client and the server (see col.
